YONGCHON, Korea, Sept. 10—(UP)—A North 
Korean “wrong-way Corrigan” drove his tank 
into Yongchon Sunday, was given lunch and then 
was captured when he drove the wrong way again 
in an attempt to escape. 

The tank commander \ed a small detachment 
of Communist infantry into town. The infan- 
trymen, too, were given lunch and then formally 
made prisoners. 

Earlier Sunday morning, the South Koreans 
captured an enemy tank about four miles north 
When they saw an iden- 
tank—-15 tons, mounting a .76-millimeter 
gun—coming down the road toward town, South 
Korean troops thought it was the captured one. 

The tank got all the way into Yongchon with 
the infantrymen It parked in a schoolhouse 
yard. There, it and the tank crew and the in- 
fantrymen were finally identified as an enemy 
force. 

The South Koreans surrounded and dis- 
armed them and then gave them a hearty 
lunch. Lunch over, the formalities of making 
the North Koreans prisoners of war were con- 
ducted. But the tank commander made a break, 


South Korean bazooka men set off after him in 
a jeep, remaining respectfully ‘out of range of 
his powerful gun. The tank roared on—only 
to run into a regiment of South Koreans who 
stopped him and made him prisoner. 

The bazooka team drove up and claimed the 
tank as its prize. The first angry words of the 
day were exchanged between the bazooka men 
and the infantrymen who stopped the tank. 

Capt. Gerald M. Woolcock, Bloomsburg, Pa., 
senior American adviser to the regiment, was 
called in to adjudicate but declined. He ex- 
plained that the South Korean! Government of- 
fers a prize of $50 for every captured tank. 

“I suppose the argument will go on for a 
month,” Woolcock said. 

Capt. Jean Faub, Macon, Ga., was called to 
question the tank commander, Explaining his 
capture,*the North Korean said; 

“I couldn't drive the tank and shoot, too.” 

He presented Faub with his collar insignia as 
a souvenir and said he would have surrendered 
much sooner if he had known what a friendly 
reception he would get.

| Russia Said Holding 
Flier as Laborer 


NUERNBERG, Germany, Sept. 10—(AP)—An‘American 
flier reported missing in action over France six years ago 
was said by a German woman Sunday to be held as a slave 
laborer in the Russian zone of Germany. 


Mrs. Brigitte Poellmann, 40, a 
Nuernberg insurance cOmpany 
employee, said in an interview 
that she had found Nathan Lep- 
selter, missing U. S. Air Force 
sergeant, working in a factory at 
Koenigs-Wusterhausen, in Prus- 
sia, after a long search. She de- 
clined to divulge the circum- 
stances that led to the meeting. 


She said she had been asked to 
search for the missing soldier by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Lepselter, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
through a mutual friend, Mrs. 
Florence Baldy, who lives at Car- 
son City, Nev. 

(In Brooklyn, the Lepselters 
said Saturday they had heard this 
word from Mrs. Poellmann. They 
have always refused to believe 
their son is dead, despite the Air 
Force listing of “missing, pre- 
sumed killed.” They have spent 
an estimated $7,500 in sending out 
24,000 photographs of their son 
and in running down clues which 
they thought might lead to him.) 

Mrs. Poellmann said she started 
the search in 1949 after she ob- 
tained written approval by Allied 
authorities. 

“And I even got the approval of 
a Russian colonel, Col. N. R. Piro- 
gov, at the Soviet Occupation 
Headquarters at Karlishorst, near 
Berlin, to take up the search in 


|the Russian zone,” she said. 


| After none of the West Ger- 
'man authorities she contacted had 
'given any clues on the where- 
abouts of the missing airman,’ she 
crossed into the Russian zone. 


There; she distributed German- 
language leaflets carrying a pic- 
ture of the missing flier and ask- 
ing for information of his where- 
abouts. 

Finally, she was contacted by a 
person in Berlin who drove her 
to the Koenigs-Wusterhausen fac- 
tory one night last Spring. There, 
she said, she was confronted with 
Lepselter, who according to her 
information has lost his memory 
as a result of his wartime plane 
crash. She claimed she was not 
allowed to converse with Lep- 
selter but could only address him 
with the word with which his 
mother had always called him: 
“Mahboy.”

Any thought that the Korean conflict 
could be resolved speedily and with token 
mobilization long since has been dissi- 
pated. Russia somehow is finding ways 
and means of sending supplies and arma- 
ment to the Communist invaders. Men are 
trickling down, or flooding down, from 
Manchuria, our air supremacy and con- 


_tinual bombing to the contrary notwith- 


standing. 

Moreover, the Chinese Communists re- 
main determined to invade Formosa. Re- 
gardiess of whether or not Russia believes 
now is the time for an all-out strike, the 
situation is such that a hot-headed inci- 
dent—the release of a single torpedo by a 
Russian submarine, for instance — could 
lead to world war. 

Estimates of this country’s armament 
needs steadily are going up. The Presi- 
dent started out by asking Congress for 
some $10.000,000,000 additional defense 
money. More than $16,000,000,000 already 
has been authorized. Before the year is 
out it is extremely likely that our arma- 
ment needs will run to $40,000,000,000 for 
the current fiscal year, not counting the 
extra money we will be called upon to 
supply to our European allies in the hope 
of enabling them to stem a possible Rus- 
sian invasion. The total for the year well 
may amount to as much as $50,000,000,000, 
which is as much as the nation spent in 
some years of World War II.

Mr. Linder 
Skins a Cat 


State Commissioner of Agriculture Tom 
Linder figures there are more ways than 
one to skin the proverbial cat. 

The cat Mr. Linder is determined to 
skin at present is named out-of-state milk. 


Last week a Federal District Court 
stopped the commissioner from prohibit- 
ing out-of-state milk from Georgia mar- 
kets solely because it was not produced 
in this State. 

So Mr. Linder, not to be outdone, de- 
cided to write a new set of rules. He now 
has done so and has given the winner of 
the Federal Court action, a. Jacksonville, 
Fia., milk dealer, until Sept. 25 to prove his 
milk meets Georgia's requirements under 
the new regulations. 

We have not seen the regulations, but 
an Atlanta city official, familiar with such 
things, has seen them and believes they 
cannot be enforced. 

In a telegram to milk distributors about 
the State, Mr. Linder also criticized the 
Atlanta newspapers, which he declared 
“grossly and intentionally” misrepresented 
the Federal Court order. Confronted with 
this telegram by a Constitution reporter, 
Mr. Linder refused to savy what was wrong 
with our editorial. 

We said Judge Andrews prohibited Mr. 
Linder from barring out-of-state milk sim- 
ply because it was not produced in Geor- 
gia. Is there anything erroneous about 
that statement, Mr. Linder. 

We have an idea that what injured the 
commissioner's pride was our reference to 
his apparent ignorance of the United 
States Constitution which gives to Con- 
gress the power to régulate interstate com- 
merce. Under Judge Andrews’ order, and 
under the Constitution, Mr. Linder cannot 
prohibit out-of-state milk from being

been reluctant to curtail nondefense spend- 
ing. The President asked that this be done 
but he has not pressed his point. The Con- 
gress, with elections coming up, has been 
only too eager to continue political hand- 
outs in the hope of dividends at the polls 
in November. 


THe situation already has produced in- 
flation. Shortages in certain critical ma- 
terials are developing and will get worse 
as time goes on and as the Administra- 
tion gets along with its slow-nfotion mo- 
bilization. 


Instead of laying these facts before the 
people, and informing them of the sacri- 
fices that are necessary, the President— 
with the ready assent of a politically 
minded Congress, both Republican and 
Democratic—has determined upon the coy 
approach until after November. Wage in- 
creases are being encouraged. Prices are 
going up by leaps. We are not creeping 
‘toward inflation. We are galloping toward 
it full speed with nothing to retard our 
progress except the credit controls an- 
nounced last Friday by the Federal Re- 
serve Board. which are inadequate to do 
the job, and allocation of materials. 


It is doubtful that the race can con- 
tinue two more months until after the 
elections without serious and permanent 
damage to the economy. 

Mr. Truman's speech sounded good. 
The disappointment is that he reached 
the verge of laying down a program— 
but then backed away. | 

The time for all-out mobilization was 
immediately after it became clear the Ko- 
rean war was something more than an 
isolated incident. Our state of unpre- 

redness called for the supreme effort. 
nstead, the Administration has dragged 
its feet. Only pressure from the people 
succeeded in forcing the Congress to au- 
thorize economic controls. Now the Presi- 
dent, hoping for political benefit in No- 
vember, declines to use them. 

The people are confused and exasper- 
ated. They have a right to be.

“No Time for Fear” is the story of the Revolutionary War 
in South Carolina, of the fabulous Francis Marion and his elusive 
brigade, of Lighthorse Harry Lee, Nathaniel Greene and many 
another from that historic era. Yet it is also the story of as 
well-delineated a cast of fictional characters as modern literature 
has produced. Steward has a faculty of bringing alive the peopie 
of whom he writes, whether they be from the realm of history or 
of fancy. 


My hope is that “No Time for Fear” will enjoy a sale in 
keeping with its merit. Too many publishers have become con- 
vinced that the only Southern writing which justifies printing 
is from the Erskine Caldwell-Lillian Smith school. It will be a 
sad commentary on the state of the American mind if Steward's 
book doesn't have twice the sale of a current pot-boiler, sup- 
posediy based on the Walton County lynchings of a few years 
back, which is presently enjoying excellent notices in the holier- 
than-thou Eastern press.

The Bryan 
Of the GOP? 


WASHINGTON—Finding themselves with 

no other strong candidate to offer, New York 

Republicans have persuaded Gov. Thomas E. 

Dewey to become a candidate for a third term, although he 

previously had announced his retirement from public office. It 

evidently did not take a great deal of persuading, however, as 

Dewey was found ready to acknowledge his willingness to run 
before the nominating convention met to name his successor. 


All of this suggests the thought that the New York Governor, 
now only 48, is still a long way from political retirement, despite 
the pledge he made after his defeat for the presidency the second 
time in 1948. If he is elected to a third term, he no doubt will 
emerge as a candidate for the GOP presidential nomination again 
in 1952. 


y : : . Politics being what it is, there is noth- 
Nothing Binding ing binding about the declaration of a 
public official, however solemnly it may be given, that he intends 
to retire upon the completion of his term. Time and again in- 
cumbents in various offices have announced their retirement and 
then changed their minds later. It is one of the privileges of 
politics. 


Not all political observers took Governor Dewey any too 
seriously when he announced, after his defeat by President Tru- 
man two years ago, that he was through with active participation 
in politics. Some wag remarked at the time that, instead of retir- 
ing, he would probably remain as the Bryan of the Republican 
Party. William Jennings Bryan was three times the presidential 
nominee of the Democrats and was a perennial candidate after 
that. The Republicans may have to contend with Dewey in a 
similar role for some years to come. Any man who has been 
bitten by the presidential bee does not give up easily. 


Six years ago when Governor Dewey was making his first 
bid for the presidency as the Republican nominee he was ham- 
mering away on the theme: “It’s time for a change.” He accused 
the Democrats of setting up Franklin D. Roosevelt, then a candi- 
date for a fourth term, in the role of an indispensable man, and 
he had been critical of the movement to “draft” Roosevelt four 
years before that on the premise that war threatened and the 
President could not decline to serve when other men were being 
inducted into the service. 


Now Dewey is being projected into a similar role of indis- 
pensability, and he cloaks his candidacy with the same good 
soldier attitude as adopted by Roosevelt. In expressing his willing- 
ness to run, he said: “Today the people of New York are being 
asked to make sacrifices for our defense in the face of deadly 
peril. . . . In good conscience I cannot ask others to serve unless 


I am equally willing to serve.” 

Back in June when Dewey first made his 
Small Chorus definite announcement about not running 
for re-election there was only a small chorus of voices, asking him 
to reconsider. For the most part these came from hangers-on 
and jobholders under his administration. Then the Democrats 
pulled a fast one by announcing that Mayor O’Dwyer, of New 
York City, would resign his post and go to Mexico City as Ameri- 
can ambassador. This meant that a mayoralty election would be 
held in New York City at the same time as the gubernatorial 
election this Fall, with the certainty that there would be a great 
outpouring of preponderantly Democratic votes. 


After that considerable pressure was exerted on Dewey to 
reconsider. The small chorus swelled into a big choir. The Re- 
publicans realized that Dewey, a proven vote-getter, was their 
only chance to retain the governorship. All of a sudden he 
became the indispensable man. ... It does not appear that he 
was any too hard to persuade. 


Now the Republicans will probably have Dewey with them 
as an active hand in politics for some time to come. ' Should he 
be re-elected he is bound to play an important part in the next 
GOP national convention—and he will be hard to beat. It is 
quite conceivable that by 1952 he could be similarly persuaded 
to lend himself to another “draft” movement for the presidential 


nomination. 

Other GOP White House aspirants will keep an interested 
eye on what happens in.New York this Fall. Whatever may have 
been his past intentions, Mr. Dewey appears to be very much 
back in the picture

Numbers 31, 1-2; Numbers 31, 6-18; Deuteron- 
omy 2, 31-35; Deuteronomy 3, 1-7. Even the 
New Testament does not support the fanatical, 
wishful-thinking views of the conscientious ob- 
jector concerning the Sixth Commandment, since, 
according to Luke 19, 27, Jesus commanded that 
His enemies be brought and slain before Him. 

No one wants to go to war, but unless ‘we 
defend our freedom and our country we will lose 
both.

fish, and chicken in so many guises that my whiskers are turning feathery.

Sunday we have hamburger, but not often, because it costs 70 cents a pound. 


That's why my interest was a good deal more 
than casual when Sen. Guy M. Gillette, Demo- 
crat. the white-haired investigator from lowa, 
called in the butchers to ask ‘em how come the 
price of meat was so high. What pained him 
was the fact that steers on the hoof have been 
selling for around 30 cents a pound ali this year, 
while the price of steak has been bouncing like 
e kite in a high wind. 


The Senator hauled out a chart which 
shewed that steady line on live beef and 
above it another line as jagged as the Sierra 
Nevada mountain range, te indicate the re- 
tall price on siriein steak. It has ranged 
since the first ef January from 75 cents a 
pound te $1.18. 


Whenever it hits this high level for a couple 
of days, it skids down to around 90 cents (which 
Mrs. ©. say still is no bargain) and then jumps 
up again. 

J. Arnold Anderson, the solemn-faced gentie- 
man who fixes the prices on meats for the Safe- 
way Stores, Inc., in these parts, eyed the chart 
carefully and said: “This question of pricing, I'll 
admit, is very difficult to explain to a layman, 
but Tal try.” 

He did, too. He said you've got to take into 
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account the fat for which he pays full carcass 
price and sells for three cents a pound, and the 
bone, which he peddiles for a penny. No wonder 
the price of steak is high. 


Senator Gillette, whom you'll remember as 
the man who tangled with the high price of 
coffee without having much effect on it, still 
couldn't understand why there should be such 
wild gyrations in the price of steaks. 


Anderson said that was easy. Every time he 
jacks up the tag on sirloin to what he considers 
a proper level, the Mrs. Othmans of the land 
rebel. 


So he cuts the price and when the ladies buy 
up his surplus, he raises it again. The expla- 
nation, he said, is as simple as that. 


Senator Gillette called in a number of 
packing house men; they all said that their 
profita were se low they never knew for 
certain when they were going in the red. 
They said they had to pay high prices to 
farmers; if they didn't. the latter would sell 
te somebody whe would. 


The Senator was not satisfied. Neither was 
I.

Who Was Fulton? 


When Senator Williamson, of Newton, 
introduced a bill in the Assembly of 1853 
to create a new county from the lands of 
DeKalb, ‘he left the name blank. When the 
bill came up for passage, Senator John 
Collier, of DeKalb, asked that it be amend- 
ed by inserting the name “Fulton” in the 
blank space. This was done and the bill 
passed. There is nothing on record to in- 
dicate who Collier had in mind when he 
named the new county Fulton; and nobody 
was interested enough to ask! It has been 
generally published, even in some state 
histories, that the county was named for 
Robert Fulton, of steamboat fame. This is 
most improbable. It is believed by those 
who have spent much time in research on 
the subject that the Senator intended to 


honor Hamilton Fulton. Now long forgot- 
ten, he was a far-sighted Scotchman who 
came to Georgia as Chief Engineer in 1826. 
He was the first to urge the building of 
railroads thru this section (there were only 
22 miles of railroads in the world at that 
time) and made the first surveys from 
Tennessee to the Atlantic Ocean. This was 
eleven years before Stephen Long laid out 
the State railroad over almost the same 
route. Enduring untold hardship in the 
wilds of this unsettled area, Engineer Ful- 
ton completed the work that caused the 
state to abandon the idea of a network of 
canals for transportation. His reward was 
to be fired by one of Georgia's first vi- 
cious demagogue governors, John Clark.

So Bridges Is at Large 


NEW YORK—Judicial opinions are so complex that in my experience attempts 
to present majority and minority and weigh them fully in newspaper discussion 


is almost futile and often a waste of white paper. 


So, in presenting the dissent 


of Judge Clifton Mathews iin the Harry Bridges bail case, I note that the majority 

opinion already has been fully reported and examined editorially, pro and con. 

a Judge Mathews was overruled. He would have sustained Judge Harris, of the 

trial ,court, who first admitted Bridges to bail pending appeal but later, when the Korean War was 
under way, granted a request of the Department of Justice that bail be revoked and that he be 
arrested and locked up as a menace. Bridges’ sentence is five years, not for being a Communist, 


but for lying when he swore he wasn't. 


He is master of the Pacific waterfronts where ships are 


loading for the military front in the Orient in which the enemy is the protege of Soviet Russia 
which is the source of the Communist conspiracy against this nation. 


“In support of the Government's motion to 
revoke bail,” Judge Mathews wrote, “an affidavit 
by John H. McGowan, an investigator for the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, was 
filed. At the conclusion of the hearing, Judge 
Harris delivered an oral opinion and made an 
order granting the Government's motion and re- 
voking the order admitting Bridges to bail. 
Bridges filed in this court a motion to vacate the 
order revoking bail. My associates think that 
motion should be granted and have so ordered. 
I dissent.” 


There follow some legal citations, the 
kernel of which is a rule which says, “The 
court or the judge allowing bail may at any 
time revoke the order admitting the defend- 
ant te bail.” 


“That means exactly what it says,” Judge 
Mathews wrote. “Having the force and effect 
of law it should be recognized and treated as 
such and not ignored or disregarded ... the 
ground stated in the Government’s motion was 
that after being admitted to bail, he had pursued, 
and, if permitted to continue at large, would con- 
tinue to pursue ‘a course of conduct and activi- 
ties dangerous and detrimenta] to the welfare 
and inimical to the safety and national security 
of the United States.” That, if true, was in my 
opinion, a good ground for such revocation. 


“In finding Bridges guilty ... the jury nec-

show that Bridges was a Communist Party mem- 
ber from 1933 up to the time of the trial. There 
was no evidence that he had ceased to be a mem- 
ber after the trial. Instead, the McGowan affi-

“Ships transporting American men, munitions 
and supplies to the Korean War front are mov- 
ing and must continue to move, from Pacific 
Coast ports, including those of Hawaii. Em- 
ployed at these ports are thousands of workers, 
longshoremen and others, who belong to local 
unions affiliated with the International Long- 
shoremen’s and Warehousemen’s Union of which 
Bridges is and has been for many years presi- 
dent and directing head. This is a position of 
great influence and power. 


“A Communist Party member could wish 
no better position from which to sabotage 
the American war effort and give aid and 
comfort to his North Korean Communist 
comrades. The danger is not a fanciful one. 
The ability of Bridges and his ILWU to para- 
lyze Pacific Coast shipping has been demon- 
strated more than once. 


“I quote from Judge Harris’ opinion: ‘... I am 
led to believe that he is one of the most potent 
figures in the Communist Party in America to- 
day. As such he is an agent dedicated to exe- 
cute the Communist program nationally and in- 
ternationally. As such agent his allegiance is 
not and cannot be to the United States. His 
conduct since the inception of hostilities in 
Korea is such as to justify this court in conchud- 
ing that when the welfare of this country and 
its armed forces are at stake, as opposed to a 
Communist regime, his loyalty is with the Com- 
muniets.’”

THE REAL ISSUES IN THE ALKALI STRIKE* 


THE increasing importance of the chemical industry is nowhere 
more clearly evidenced, unfortunately, than in the presently- 
indicated shift of major attention of the Lewis brothers, John L. 
and Denny, to chemicals from coal, in their roughshod, arrogant 


drive for personal super-power in this country. 


The Lewis-instigated 10-week strike of District 50, United Mine 
Workers, against the Solvay Process Co. is significant because 
the Lewis tactics and evident aims follow so closely the pattern 
in the coal industry—to disrupt the industry, imperil the national 
economy and national security, with the apparent sole aim of 
giving more personal control in the industry, and power over the 
American people, to the Lewis clan. 


The alkali producérs are only one segment of the chemical indus- 
try, but a very important segment, at the present time. During 


the past week, for instance, the soda ash shortage caused by the _ 


Lewis-ordered strike has resulted in frantic efforts of Army 
procurement officials to maintain the flow of glass containers for 
acid to Korea to prevent immobilization of Army tanks in the war 
crisis there. 


Solvay officials, aware that important customers are now desper- 
ately negotiating with foreigi sources, not only on spot supplies 
but on longer term contracts, have gone far in concessions to 
settle the dispute. 


Solvay has offered progressive wage rises over the next three 
years, a cost-of-living bonus plan similar to that in General Motors 
to protect workers against possible price inflation, a pension plan 
comparable with the best offered in other industries including 
guaranteed-minimum retirement incomes of $100 a month. 


Solvay officials desire the maximum in production and sales, which 
means maximum employment. They realize that loss of business

to foreign or other competitors means less money for the owners 
and for their workers. 


In the coal industry, however, the Lewis brothers have evidenced 
unconcern over the loss of coal markets to competitors caused by 
their union demands —so long as they increased their personal 
power and control over those miners still employed. 


Similarly, the Lewis-dominated union spokesmenhave ‘sneeringly ~ 
rejected all of Solvay's settlement offers, without indicating any... 


minimum terms they might agree to, eventually, 


The key to the terms they seek, however, apparently is to be found _ 


in such demands as a pension scheme along the lines of that in the 
coal industry — which most actuaries claim is unsound as there is 
no correlation between what is paid in and what is paid out; and, 
even more significantly, the stipulation that only workers that are 
loyal union members in good standing with U. M. W. union leaders 
can qualify for any pension at all, irrespective of length of service 
or loyalty to the company — or their country. 


In this probably the most critical period in our history, the chem- 
ical industry is being looked to as the country's major source of 
strength, as a protection against outbreak of another world war, 
and, if such a war does develop, as our best hope for eventual 
victory. 

Should the Lewis brothers attain a position where they can hold 
this industry under such control as they have been able to attain in 
the coal industry, obviously it would give them a position of 
tremendous power over the American people. This might be 
possible if they are allowed to win a spectacular triumph in the 
Solvay strike. 

The Lewis vs. Solvay battle, thus, appears to be an issue of major 
significance not only to Solvay but to the entire chemical industry 
and, more important, to the American people.

Is School Lunch Program 
A Food Dumping Ground? 


By AGNES REASON OLMSTEAD 


When school bells ring this month, they toll in another year of the School Lunch 


Program. During the few years of its existence, 
and questions like this have come up. 


“Is the School Lunch 
a special political teol?” “Is it a 
place the U. 8. Department of 
Agriculture can dump surplus 
contmodities acquired through 
price support programs?” Is it 


_@ scheme te provide expanding 


markets for agricultural prod- 

ucts?” “What credehce can be 

given to the belief held by some 

that we are fostering socialism 

and regimentation under the 

— of more adequate nutri- 
on?” 


There are many who say the 
Lunch Program is a political 
tool and have worked diligently 
to move it from the supervision 
of the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Education. 

In 1946 when the National 
School Lunch Act was passed, 
its purpose was a lofty one: “To 
safeguard the health and well- 
being of the nation’s children 
and to encourage the domestic 
consumption of nutritious agri- 
cultural commodities— 
nonprofit school lunch pro- 
grams.” | 

Any program involving 
“funds” has a tendency to have 
political allure. Last year this 
controversial program cost 291 
million dollars while benefiting 
only one-fourth of our school 

opulation. Seventy-five mil- 
ion dollars came from Federal 
funds, exclusive of tremendous 
quantities of surplus commodi- 
ties, the balance from local 
sources. 

To finance the School Lunch 
Program from 1947 to 19650, 
each Federal dollar had to be 
matched by the State. From 
1951 to 1955 each Federal dol- 
lar must be matched with 1% 
State dollars; and for any time 
after 1955 the Federal dollar 
must be matched by three 
State dollars. 


SURPLUS COMMODITIES 


Is the Lunch Program a place 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture can dump surplus com- 
modities acquired through price 
support p ams? Few will 
doubt that it hasn’t been. 

Surplus commodities chan- 
neled to schools are part of the 
USDA's Direct Food Distribu- 
tion Program which secures 
those pur- 
chased under price supports: 2. 
those purchased specifically 
from school lunch funds onthe 
basis of children’s nutritional 
needs; 3. those foods which the 
Government has in storage that 
won't keep. For example, some 
dried eggs stored in an Atchison, 
Kansas, cave that cost 2 million 
dollars to convert into a ware- 
house. 

More than 170 million pounds 
of food with an estimated 
wholesale cash value of 22 mil- 
lion dollars was distributed in 
nine southern states »y the U.S.

School lunch directors have 
often been flabbergasted 
“surprise packages” of frozen 
turkeys when schools had no 
refrigeration space; or 60 cases 
of raisins two days before sum- 
mer vacation; or quantities of 
perishable foods before Christ- 
mas vacation.

Fred and Mary Jones want to

Their next decision is that of 
where to get a child. Since the 
Joneses are Atlantans living in 
Fulton County, they have the 
facilities of three licensed adop-

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(Editor's Note: This is the 
first in @ series of articles on 
adoption, on the dangers in- 
volved in the black and grey 
baby markets, and on the serv- 
ices and requirements of li- 
censed agencies.)

gray market. Although gray 
market babies are usually han- 


_ dled by well-intentioned doctors 


well-known pediatricianc 
psychiatrists, these are all li- 
censed agencies, set up to give 
maximum protection to both the 
child and the adoptive psrents. 
Because of their thoroughness, 
these agencies don’t move any 
faster than does nature. Some- 
times they move even siower,. 
but they have behind trem a 
long and impressive recoéd of 
successful adoptions 

Unfortunately, however, there 
ere other ways to get a child 
than thorough these agencies. 

The ways are illegal, but they 
are quick, and if Fred and Mary 
Jones don't mind taking a risk 
that can lead to years of bitter 
heartbreak, and if they ere will- 
ing to pay the price, they can 
get a baby on the black market 
or the gray market 

But the Joneses will find the 
price is high. Should they in- 
vestigate the market, they'll find 
babies being solid outright for 
as much as $5,000. Even if they 
scorn the services of a profes- 
sional baby peddiler, and deal 
instead with an unscrupulous 
doctor or lawyer, they'll have to 
pay him an exorbitant fee, in 
addition to financing the moth- 
er's stay in the hospital. 

This, as a rule, is a mere drop 
in the bucket. For the adoptive 
parents have no assurance that 
the child will not be mentally 
or physically handicapped De- 
nied the benefits of the six- 
month trial period provided by 
a licensed agency, they usually 
assume full responsibility for 
the child before they see him.

friend a favor, such free lance 
adoption agents are too busy to 
develop the skills and disciplines 
for a sound adoptive procedure. 
Thus they are responsible for 
many a tragic adoption. 

They deal outside the law be- 
cause they feel they can handle 
an adoption just as well and twice 
as fast as a licensed agency. It's 
true that they usually charge a 
fee for their bigheartedness. It's 
also true that, although they know 
the adoptive parents, they rarely 
know anything about the child or 
its background. 


Thus, if Fred and Mary care- 
fully investigate the black and 
gray markets, they will find that 
they offer no protection to the 
adoptive parents. Sadly, neither do 
they protect the children, the most 
innocent of the parties concerned. 


When the heartbroken, confused 
mother in a maternity home re- 
leases her child to a professional 
peddier, the baby is out of her 
hands. She does not see him after 
he is born. Completely defenseless, 
he could be sold to anyone. There 
i¢ nothing to prevent him from 
sharing the fate of one black mar- 
ket baby known to the Child Wel- 
fare Society who was bought by a 
woman who headed a local abor- 
tion ring. 


It is for such reasons as this 
that Fred and Mary Jones have 
decided to adopt their baby 
through a licensed agency. True, 
they will have to wait for their 
child. But this waiting period is 
their assurance that their child 
will be mentally and physically 
sound. It is also their child’s as- 


,surance that he will be placed 


with parents who can give him the 
love and happiness and security 
that he deserves. They know that 
adopting through a licensed agen- 
cy is their protection, and the 
child's protection, against heart- 
break.
